WINS SUIT 


ThcSuprcmcCourt 
Passes on 
Case. 


(From Saturday's Advertiser) 
The Supreme Court yesterday decided 
thnt the Queen's Hospital Is entitled to 
Its subsidy as a public Institution, 
up- 
holding 
the right of the Legislature to 
appropriate 
such. 
The appropriation 
was 
cut down 
by the Legislature 
In 
special 
session, but the hospital 
Is en- 
titled to the old subsidy up to July 
1. 
Other hospitals are also affected 
by the 
decision. 
In Its decision, 
which 
Is unnnlmous, 
written by Judge Perry, the court says: 
"The 
money 
appropriated, 
payment 
of which Is sought 
by this appenl to be 
enforced, 
was collected by tnxatlon and 
can. be expended 
for 
public 
purposes 
only 
It may not 'lawfully 
be ued for 
purposes 
of private Interest. 
What 
Is 
a public purpose 
within 
the meaning 
of this rule, 
It Is not always easy 
to 
determine. 
No general 
definition, 
to 
apply In nil cases, 
need be laid down. 
It 
Is 
sufficient 
to determine 
In 
each 
particular 
case whether, upon 
nil the 
facts and circumstances, the purpose 
Is a public one. 
"In this Jurisdiction 
nnd 
elsewhere, 
to provide 
nnd care for the Indigent 
sick has 
long 
been 
recognized 
as a 
proper and, perhaps, necessary function 
of government. 
This 
provision 
nnd 
care 
Is sometimes 
furnished 
In hosp- 
itals owned nnd conducted 
by the 
gov- 
ernment Itself; 
but If the government 
does not own or maintain such nn 'In- 
stitution, 
the 
relief 
may with 
equal 
propriety 
bo 
furnished 
indirectly 
through a hospital 
conducted 
by 
In- 
dividuals for public 
purposes 
and not 
for private 
gain, 
by assisting, 
to 
n 
reasonable degree. 
In the maintenance 
of such Institution. 
"If the purposes 
of the Hospital are 
to be ascertained 
from 
the 
charter 
alone, there can be no doubt that it Is 
a public charity nnd, consequently, 
the 
public aid may be expended to It. It Is 
contended, 
however, 
that the charter 
is In conflict with the provisions 
of the 
statute under which 
It Is said to have 
been granted, 
the act of April 
10, ISM. 
Section 
1 of that act provides 
that 'It 
shall be competent 
for the Minister of 
the Interior, under the regulations pre- 
scribed 
by the general law In regard to 
corporations, 
to grant a perpetual char- 
ter to nny of the Inhabitants 
of the 
city of Honolulu applying for the same, 
being subjects or denizens 
of the king- 
dom, nnd 
to their successors, 
for the 
establishment of a hospital In snld city, 
or the vicinity thereof, 
for the relief 
of sick nnd destitute Hawallans,' and 
Sec. 
7 that 'Such 
Corporation 
may, as 
soon ns the same may be done, without 
Interfering with the prlmnry object of 
Bald 
institution, 
ns 
hereinbefore 
ex- 
pressed, 
contract 
to receive 
and pro- 
vide for sick and disabled 
seamen 
of 
other countries, 
or patients of any de- 
scription who are fit Subjects for hos- 
pital treatment. 
Whether 
the 
word 
Hawallans" 
in Sec. 
1 was 
Intended 
to 
mean aborigines or citizens 
of Hawaii, 
need not be considered. 
It may be as- 
sumed that 
the former wns intended. 
Still, 
we think that there 
is nothing 
In the net to prohibit the hospital 
es- 
tablished thereunder from giving relief 
to the sick and destitute of other 
na- 
tionalities, 
provided, 
at 
leust. 
It can 
do so without interfering 
with 
Us 
'primary object;' nnd under the 
general law of April 
17, 
1S3C, 
relating 
to corporations 
the Minister of the 
In- 
terior had authority to grnnt a charter 
of Incorporation 
to an Institution creat- 
ed for the purpose of giving such relief 
without discrimination. 
As the plead- 
ings and 
evidence 
show, the Queen's 
Hospital has, ever since Its establish- 
ment, extended 
Its aid 
to all Indigent 
sick alike and that, so fnr us appears, 
without Interfering with 
Its 'prlmnry 
object.' 
It 
Is still treating 
all alike. 
Ja long nt least, 
ns the principle 
of

their duty, when their

Is finished, that those enemies 
to 
law and good order are scattered. 
"But In the presence 
of nil the pros- 
perity to which

must not forget that the spirit of law- 
lessness, 
In a 
grent 
many 
ways, 
Is 
abroad 
In the land. like, the grinning 
skull of the skeleton, ever present amid 
the flowers and wines and music, and 
the entertainment of n Roman banquet. 
Your duty Is, therefore, like the mari- 
ner at sea, to take your progress on 
the course 
of civilization and Its 
In- 
fluence on your fellow man. 
"I would not harrow you by the evi- 
dence that a revival In the enforcement 
of law and In the punishment of crime 
Is Indispensable 
to our present and our 
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performance of your duty, unhesitat 
ingly and faithfully: 
"But a little while ago, by accident, 
It came 
to me 
In a voice out of the 
night speaking the anguish of a 
wo- 
man's heart. 
Who was she? 
I know 
not,' nor do I care to know. 
I was using 
a telephone, 
When, by the mysterious 
Induction 
of electricity, 
this 
message 
to another came to my ear. It was to 
her husband she said ln tones 
whose 
pathos will ring ever In my memory: 
'Here I nm ,lnte at night, atone

"You should 
be most considerate ln 
dealing with your fellow men; 
by your 
actions you should teach the poor 
un- 
fortunates who break the law that the 
greatest of all things on earth Is to be 
a good man; that glory cannot glorify 
It; that wealth cannot enlnrge It; that 
empires cannot Increase 
It; for whoso 
Is a man, a good man, and a good citi- 
zen, carries within his own brenst the 
essential principles of all greatness. And 
when wealth Is gone, glory faded and 
empires 
wrecked, 
the 
man, 
If 
he 
Is 
a lnw nblding citizen, stands amid the 
ruin great as before. 
"Let your actions as grand Jurors 
nnd your recommendations in your 
re- 
port 
be not harsh or convulsively 
op- 
pressive, but to the extent of your abil- 
ity let those 
who look upon 
you with 
terror be compelled 
to respect you ln 
the loynl discharge of your duty. Teach 
the wrong doer to look higher, to be a 
man of Ideals. 
Teach him by your ac 
tions as erand jurors that the only 
failure for man possible 
Is ln Infidelity 
to himself. 
If he be n law abiding citi- 
zen nnd have the fear of God 
In his 
heart he will be incapable of such fail- 
ure and the grand Jury will have no 
terrors for him."

also, that government

the nppllcnnt

General 
Kuropatkln 
should 
give 
battle 
there. 
From the Blgns 
of 
his 
concentration he might assume the de- 
fensive. 
"But for his defeat at the 
Talu river," Baron Hayashl continued, 
"this movement might be very danger- 
ous, but, under the existing conditions 
General Kurokl ought 
to be able 
to 
drive back General 
Kuropatkln at Ll- 
aoyang. 
The Russians have a central 
position and can strike either to the 
left or the right, 
nn advantage they 
did not enjoy when 
Newchwang had 
to be defended. 
In the event of our

Newchwang we 
shall 
Immediately 
appoint a civil 
adminis- 
trator, 
ns we did at the time of the 
war with China, and open the port to 
all nations."

cessfully 
dared 
the

to train men, who have had prelimin- 
ary education in engineering, 
for

ing a demand 
for such skilled 
assist- 
ance from all over the country.: 
With 
tho 
large appropriations 
for 
roads annually expended 
In these 
Isl- 
ands, 
It would be a good thing for both 
the loads and the reenue to have the 
work done scientifically. 
Perhaps there 
Is no other object of expenditure In Ha- 
waii which has been more of a revenue 
sink 
swallowing 
up good money after 
bad as the saying goes 
than the Item

bridges.

of the 
chief reasons for the unsatisfactory

that, to a great extent, the money has 
been entrusted,

Auditor 
Fisher's 
Investigation 
Productive 
of 


rResults- -A 
$5,000 Shortage 
an Old Story. 


The shortage 
in the land office will exceed $15,000 according 
to the latest report from the investigation 
now being made. Auditor 
Fisher 
is unwilling 
to give out any figures until he is absolutely 
certain 
as to the amount of the shortage but the estimate 
given 
above is said to be nearly correct. 
Auditor Fisher will make no 
definite statement until his work is completed. 
Of this shortage 
$5,-00-0 
is said to have occurred while Boyd was clerk and 
sub-age- nt 
under Land Commissioner Brown. 
The investigation 
undertaken 
by the audit office 
in the land 
office is an enormous task. 
Every land patent or lease issued within 
the past ten years must be traced through the books from the first 
payment, and the records of the land office arc not in very presenta- 
ble shape for an undertaking of this kind. 
The shortage is not in 
the cash account, for according to the books the cash balances with- 
in about twenty dollars, and this shortage is evidently 
a clerical 
error. 
The method appeared to have been to simply fail to credit 
payments on leases and the books show a large amount of money due 
the government, 
which has in reality been paid, although the Ter- 
ritory did not benefit by it. 
Land Commissioner 
Pratt 
is now sending out notices 
to all 
debtors of the government 
for lands, asking them to settle for back 
rents. 
Many of them have of course paid already, and they will be 
expected to send their receipts and prove that the money was actu- 
ally paid in. 
In this manner the Land Commissioner expects to get 
trace of many items wherein money was paid without the govern- 
ment receiving it. 
Both Auditor 
Fisher and Land 
Commissioner 
Pratt hope to 
leave Tuesday 
for Kona, and expect to finish up the work as much 
as possible prior to leaving. 
While the examination 
has not been 
complete Auditor Fisher hopes to go through the various land office 
books as far back as 1898, although it is doubtful if a final statement 
can be issued at this time. 
Work on the books is being carried on 
day and night.
